Sadat, Begin will meet for talks Sunday 


CAIRO, Egypt (U P I) — President 
Anwar Sadat will meet with Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin Sunday 
in Ismailia, Egypt, the semiofficial Mid­ 
dle East News Agency said today. 
In a dispatch from Ismailia, on the 
Suez Canal, the agency said Begin would 
arrive at nearby Abu Sweir military air­ 
field, then fly by helicopter to Ismailia 
for the summit talks. 
The M ENA dispatch coincided with a 
formal announcement by Begin in New 
York that he and his wife would go to 
Egypt Sunday. 
The Egyptian agency said Begin and 
Sadat would have lunch together and 
then begin conferring on current 


Egyptian-Israeli initiatives for Middle 
East peace. Afterward, the two leaders 
will hold a joint news conference, the 
agency said. 
Begin will be the first Israeli leader to 
visit an Arab state since the founding of 
Israel 29 years and four major wars ago. 
The MENA report fell short of an of­ 
ficial announcement but was seen as vir­ 
tually confirming the meeting would 
take place on Christmas. 
The timing will mean a fitting birthday 
present for Sadat, who began the current 
moves for peace with a milestone visit to 
Jerusalem exactly a month ago and who 
will be 59 Sunday. 
Sadat had a guest house in Ismailia. 


Abu Sweir airfield, near Ismailia, was 
the jumping off point for Sadat’s Nov. 19- 
21 visit to Jerusalem, during which he 
conferred with Begin and other top 
leaders and addressed the Israeli par­ 
liament. 
Earlier today Israelis and Egyptians in 
an unprecedented joint briefing reported 
progress in their Cairo peace conference 
but two major differences emerged over 
Begin’s plan for the West Bank. 
Sadat later received a message from 
President Carter which Cairo diplomats 
believed contained the details of Begin’s 
most recent peace proposals, which the 
Israeli leader conveyed to Carter in 
Washington over the weekend. 


In the briefing after the 50-minute ses­ 
sion of the closed conference, the Egyp­ 
tian and Israeli spokesmen said a legal 
committee reported on its work in trying 
to agree on an agenda for the full con­ 
ference. 
The spokesmen said the agenda group 
had not yet agreed on the subjects to be 
discussed and the three-man committee 
will meet again Tuesday night. 
The spokesmen said the formal con­ 
ference itself will be adjourned until 
Wednesday at 11 a.m. (4 a.m. EST). 
Israeli spokesman Dan Pattir said the 
Israeli delegation will make “ a special 
visit Tuesday to the birthplace of Presi­ 
dent Sadat” — the Nile Delta village of 


Mit Abul Kom, north of Cairo. 
Both spokesmen, agreeing with each 
other on every point, said there had been 
no sharp exchanges during the second 
session. Conference sources reported 
such exchanges in the first full meeting 
last Thursday, but both sides have been 
in touch with their governments since 
then. 
Egyptian sources said President Sadat 
had ordered his delegation to keep up the 
momentum of the conference until he 
could meet with Prim e M inister 
Menahem Begin, and Pattir said the 
Israeli delegation has received new 
instructions from the foreign ministry in 
Jerusalem. 


Sadat and Begin were expected to 
meet in the Suez Canal city of Ismailia 
“ no sooner than Thursday and no later 
than next Monday,” sources at the con­ 
ference said. 


The Egyptian spokesman, Morsi Saad 
El-Din, said the parley is awaiting the 
Sadat-Begin summit which, he said, 
“ will accelerate and give more momen­ 
tum to the Cairo meeting.” 


He said progress is being made on all 
fronts, but conference sources said the 
remaining problems represent a con­ 
siderable difference between the two 
sides.

Wilson visits 
hopeful 
Lompoc

On an early campaign visit to Lompoc 
Saturday, San Diego Mayor Pete Wilson 
said his city offers “ living proof” of the 
leadership skills he hopes to use as 
governor of California 
Wilson, seeking the Republican 
nomination for governor, said he’s shown 
that property taxes need not steadily 
multiply, that public employees need not 
intimidate the public and that business 
and environmental interests need not 
clash. 
The two-term mayor, blue-eyed and 
amazingly boyish-faced at 44, spoke to 
over 100 at a Village Country Club 
breakfast sponsored by the Lompoc 
Valley Republican Club. Arelene Ballan- 
tyne, who arranged Wilson’s visit, has 
become his campaign manager for the 
area 
Gov. Brown’s claim that he hasn’t in­ 
creased state taxes, Wilson said, is “ at 
best, a semantic half-truth.” He said the 
progressive state income tax structure, 
in which a pay increase boosts a wage 


earner into a higher tax bracket, 
automatically “ takes a bigger and 
bigger bite out of our paychecks.” 
Wilson credits this system for the 
state’s huge budget surplus, “ which is 
nothing to be smug about,” he said, “ It's 
evident we're overtaxed." 
San Diego mayor for six years, Wilson 
said he’s brought the local property tax 
rate down from $1.87 per $100 assessed 
valuation to the lowest it’s been since 
1910—$1 35 
Wilson said his city lowered the tax 
rate as assessed valuation increased, 
which would have meant higher tax bills 
if the rate remained the same. 
In addition, Wilson said he kept down 
rapid increases in the public employee 
work force by guiding residential growth 
into those areas where municipal ser­ 
vices were already available. 
Wilson has attracted most priase as 
well as criticism for his policy of 
“ managed" or “ controlled growth " He 
imposed strict controls on developers (to 
their outrage), but, says Wilson, dis­ 
couraged scattered housing projects,

strengthened downtown and—most im­ 
portant to citizens—held down taxes that 
would be needed to provide schools, 
police and firemen to sprawling suburbs. 


Wilson said he’s fought the high un­ 
employment rate in his city, now ninth 
largest in America, by working to solve 
environmental problems posed by in­ 
terested new industries. He sees another 
major weakness in Brown for failing to 
do this, and thus creating a poor business 
climate in California. 


Wilson criticized a statement by 
Brown that “ the bad business climate in 
California is really the invention of 
business leaders who are seeking a 
reason for justifying the wrecking of the 
California environment." 


The mayor said business executives 
are reluctant to locate in California 
because of its state income, business in­ 
ventory, unitary, and bank and corpora­ 
tion taxes, as well as its costly and time- 
consuming permit processes. As a key 
example, he cited Dow Chemical Co. 
withdrawing plans to build here. 


Wilson said he, as governor, would use 
the state budget surplus to eliminate the 
inventory and unitary tax as well as to 
provide general tax relief.

Fourteen prisoners transferred from 
Mexico arrived at F.C.I. Lompoc yester­ 
day, bringing its total newcomers under 
the U.S./Mexico prisoner exchange 
treaty to 44 Thirty prisoners arrived last 
Thursday. 
F.C.I. spokesman Gary Aldinger said 
that most of the prisoners were con­ 
victed in Mexico of drug-related offenses 
and have parole dates set for the first 
months of 1978 Many will be freed in

Four intersection-blocking medians 
planned for Ocean Avenue will be the hot 
items during a public hearing at the 
Lompoc City Council meeting tomorrow 
night. 
At their last meeting, council approved 
a resolution asking the state to consider 
additions to Ocean Avenue in a state 
resurfacing of the street scheduled for 
late next year. 
The additions included four medians 
which would extend across the B, F, J 
and N street intersections. The additions 
were rushed through council in a resolu­ 
tion to meet a state deadline the follow­ 
ing day to submit proposals for the state 
project. 
After criticism from a number of 
Ocean Avenue businessmen that they 
were not informed of the possible addi­ 
tions — specifically the four landscaped 
medians — the city scheduled tomorrow 
night’s public hearing 
M eanw hile, the Ocean Avenue 
Improvement Committee, the group 
which spawned the original design for 
Ocean Avenue additions, held a meeting 
Dec 14 and reversed their earlier en­ 
dorsement of the controversial medians. 
Council will be asked to consider 


another resolution to rescind the 
previous resolution approving the four 
intersection-blocking medians 
Council will hold its regular meeting at 
7 30 in the school administration board 
room, 1301 North A Street. 
Also on the agenda. Council will: 
— Consider a staff request that a 
public hearing on an environmental im­ 
pact report and environmental impact 
statement for funding and subsequent 
construction of a city water reservoir 
line be continued to Jan. 3. 
The line would be built adjacent to 
Beattie Park 
The engineering firm 
which authored the two environmental 
statements cannot attend Tuesday’s 
council session 
— Continue discussion of the Santa 
Barbara County Free Library agreement 
and about $280,000 the city claims it is 
still owed for construction of the Lompoc 
Library. 
— Be asked to appropriate $3,250 from 
the unappropriated surplus in the Water 
Fund to cover the city’s share of the 
Water Purveyors Council expenses. 
— Consider a proposal for a city self- 
insurance plan for employees 90 days 
prior to eligibility for benefits under the 
long-term disability insurance program 
the city employs. 


A g commissioner joins in 
Cloud-seeding plan support grows

The county farm adviser’s office and 
the county agricultural commissioner’s 
office have joined the County Farm 
Bureau and the Cachuma Conservation 
and Release Board in supporting a cloud- 
seeing program to break the drought 
County Farm Advisor George E. 
Goodall's request for an emergency 
cloud-seeding program to get under way 
quickly to take advantage of rain-bearing 
clouds which show up mostly in January 
and February went before the County 
Water Agency directors today. 
The Water Agency directors, who are 
the five county supervisors, earlier had 
received a report from staff outlining the 
likelihood of beneficial effects from such 
a program. The North Am erican 
Weather Consultants, of Goleta, is un­ 
derstood to be drawing up a proposal 
Goodall, who is also county director of 
the University of California Cooperative 
Extension office said cloud-seeding 
“ seems to us to be the most cost- 
effective thing we can do to improve the 
water supplies of the county." 
“ Real stres has been put on perennial 
crops” due to unseasonably hot and dry 
weather during the past month, he ad­ 


ded This has added to the seriousness of 
the drought now in its third year, the 
directors were told. 
Such a program if successful, would 
help replenish surface reservoirs and 
ground water basins, Goodall said 
Livestock and dry farmed crop lands in 
particular need ample rainfall in the 
near future for a satisfactory season 
next year, Goodall also showed 
Meanwhile, the Water Agency direc­ 
tors, headed by Robert Hedlund, Fourth 
District supervisor from Lompoc, has 
drawn up a program for a workshop 
begun today in the County Administra­ 
tion Building which will include discus­ 
sion on cloud-seeding 
The workshop was to get under way at 
2 p.m., and review not only staff’s 
e a rlie r report on cloud-seeding 
feasibility, but also various other staff 
reports concerning present and future 
water needs of the county, water needs 
vs. water availability in the county, 
adequacy of groundwater basins in the 
county, and conjunctive use studies. 


Agricultural Commissioner Graydon 
B. Hall Jr. has informed the county 
supervisors that “ seeding of clouds has 
proven successful in other areas.” He 
recommended a program be initiated if 


rainfall doesn't come shortly. 
Hall said rainfall statistics themselves 
are misleading and “ do not indicate the 
seriousness of the situation” because 
much of what rain has fallen this year 
“ came at the wrong time and was too 
spaced out to provide the benefit 
needed " 
Hall declared that in discussions with 
some farmers and ranchers, “ Many 
have expressed concern that unless we 
have a wet winter they will not be able to 
continue operations "

C ARA BA LLED A , Venezuela 
(U P I) — O PEC oil ministers 
are arriving in Venezuela for 
talks aimed at setting 1978 
prices and most observers 
predicted Saudi Arabia and Iran 
would win their fight to impose 
a freeze.

D ETRO IT ( U P I) - A federal 
judge today granted a new trial 
to two Filipino nurses convicted 
of poisoning patients at the Ann 
Arbor Veterans Administration 
Hospital in 1975 
U.S. 
District Judge Philip 
Pratt strongly criticized the 
government prosecutors who 
succeeded in getting convic­ 
tions on five counts of non-fatal 
poisoning and one count of con­ 
spiracy against Filipina Nar- 
ciso, 31, and Leonora Perez, 33. 
Pratt said the conduct of the 
government during its two-year 
investigation and the marathon 
trial was unforgivable and 
denied the women a right to a 
fair trial 


“ The court finds that the 
overwhelming prejudice to the 
defendants arising from the 
government's persistent mis­ 
conduct prevented the jurors 
from receiving the case free 
from taint," Pratt said. 
"The interests of justice and 
judicial conscience demand a 
new trial in this case. The 
defendants’ motion for a new 
trial is therefore granted." 
The women were convicted 
Julv 13 after nine women and 


three men jurors deliberated 15 
days on evidence presented dur­ 
ing more than three months of 
testimony. An innocent verdict 
was issued on another poisoning 
charge and the only murder 
count in the case. 
Both women later underwent 
presentencing tests at a federal 
prison for women in Alderson, 
W 
Va., and are awaiting 
sentencing 
They were found guilty of in­ 
jecting 
Pavulon, a powerful 
muscle relaxant, into patients 
at the hospital in Ju ly and 
August, 1975 
More than 50 
breathing failures, a dozen 
fatal, were recorded during a 
three-week span at the institu­ 
tion. 
The women were charged 
with nine of the poisonings 
After the verdict was announ­ 
ced, federal prosecutors, who 
had admitted their case was 
based on circumstantial eviden­ 
ce, said they considered the en­ 
tire VA hospital matter closed. 
Numerous rallies have been 
held in support of the nurses 
Supporters from as far away as

SAN D IEGO (U P I) - Anoth­ 
er planeload of Am erican 
prisoners has arrived complet­ 
ing phase one of the U.S.- 
Mexico convict ferry. 
Thirty-five Americans from 
Mexican penitentiaries boarded 
a plane in Culican, Mexico, 
Saturday morning and arrived 
several hours later at San 
Diego's Lindbergh Field for the 
bus ride to the modern high-rise 
federal jail 
In all, 234 prisoners were 
brought back during phase one 
of the exchange 
Another 338 
American prisoners remain in 
Mexican prisons and the U.S. 
State Department said phase 
two of the exchange may begin

The Texas International air­

9 carrying 36 Mexican 


nationals imprisoned in the 
United States to Mexico City 
Hours later in Mexico, 62 
Americans boarded the same 
plane for San Diego. 


During the week a bus shuttle 
from nearby Tijuana and three 
additional flights brought the 
repatriated Americans to San 
Diego, where relatives cheered 
their arrival behind a chain-link 
barrier 


Forty-two were freed on 
parole almost immediately, 
others were confined to serve 
out their Mexican prison terms 
and some were confronted with 
charges pending in the United 
States. 
Most were jailed on drug 
charges, but the group included 
seven convicted murderers and 
one plane hijacker.

The varsity team of 14 and its 
head coach were among those 
killed in the crash 
At least 200 persons sat quiet­ 
ly in the stadium the Aces have 
used for 20 years fully an hour 
before the 2 pm services 


The moment of silent prayer 
was indeed silent, but the 
toughest moment was when U E 
President Wallace Graves read 
the list of 24 names Many in the 
audience wept. 
“ We shall never overcome 
the loss of these wonderful 
men 
They are precious and 
irreplaceable," Graves said 
But he promised "Out of the 
agony of this hour we will rise 
Out of the ashes of a desiccated 
dream we shall build a new 
basketball team, stronger, 
more valiant than ever before 
That was the mission of our 
fallen brothers 
Their dream 
will be fulfilled." 
He promised the audience, in­

suits against GM in return for 
$200 cash payments to all 
owners of 1977 cars with 
engines other than that made by 
the specific division 
The owners also will receive 
a warranty on the power train 
covering 36 months or 36,000 
miles, whichever comes first 
GM 's cost for the settlement 
was estimated at near $40 
million 
The controversy emerged 
last year when a Chicago man 
learned that his Oldsmobile had 
been equipped with a Chevrolet 
V8 engine Similar revelations 
led to a flurry of lawsuits, many 
of them class actions by at­ 
torneys general 
Although as many as 128,000 
engine switches had been 
reported, the settlement ap­ 
plies to 75.000 owners of Buicks, 
Pontiacs and O ldsm obiles 
equipped with Chevy engines 
who bought their cars prior to 
April 10 
Other owners who accepted a 
GM settlement offer earlier 
this year that included the 
warranty also are covered. 
Murphy said 
"In entering into the agree­ 
ment. General Motors denies 
any legal wrongdoing or legal 
liability in connection with this 
matter." Murphy said 
"The interdivisional usage tf 
engines is not new with General 
Motors or the automobile in­ 
dustry 
generally. 
General 
Motors used (Chevrolet engines 
in other models) because it 
sought to satisfy the consumer

Piped-in music adds 
to the season. 
A few feet away, in the governor’s reception room, lights from a 
live tree that has been pulled in from outdoors for the past three 
years wink at Capitol visitors.

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Actor who played Captain 
Hook dies at age of 79 


CHICAGO (U PI) - Captain 
Hook is dead. 
Cyril Ritchard, who charmed 
millions of children with his 
television portrayal of the 
villainous pirate chief opposite 
Mary Martin’s Peter Pan, died 
Sunday at Northwestern Hospi­ 
tal in Chicago of cardiac arrest. 
He was 79. 
Ritchard had been hospital­ 
ized since Nov. 25, when he suf­ 
fered a heart attack during a 
matinee performance of "Side 
by Side by Sondheim" at the 
Drury Lane Theater at Water 
Tower Place. He narrated the 
m usical w ritten around 
composer-lyricist Stephen 
Sondheim’s songs, and Miss 
Martin, with film star Janet 
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Gay nor, attended a reception 
for him when the show opened 
in October. 
" It ’s been magnificent for 
him to depart with his boots on, 
so to speak,” said Ritchard’s 
adopted son, David Beame. 
A Sydney, Australia, hotel 
owner’s son, Ritchard first 
studied medicine, but entered 
the theater as a 19-year-old 
chorus boy in 1917 after falling 
in love with an actress named 
Madge Elliott. 
He married Miss Elliott after 
what he called "a whirlwind 
courtship — it took 15 years 
before she married me.” They 
appeared in a number of Noel 
Coward musicals and were a 
popular acting couple until she 
died of cancer in 1955. 
Ritchard starred in £*id 
directed a number of Broadway 
plays 
He also appeared in 
several roles with the New 
York’s Metropolitan Opera dur­ 
ing the past 20 years. 
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" I was hired by the ‘Met’ in 
spite of my voice, not because 
of it,” he once said. 
His first American appear­ 
ance was at New York’s F\ilton 
Theater in 1925 in “ Puzzles of 
1925,” which also billed a young 
man named Walter Pidgeon in 
the cast. Ritchard’s first 
London appearance came in 
June the same year, in a revival 
of "Bubbly.” Thereafter he 
moved 
between B rita in , 
America and Australia. He 
made his home in New York. 
In World War II he toured the 
battlefronts of Egypt, the 
Mediterranean theater and 
Europe as Danilo in a revival of 
"The Merry Widow.” 
His acting credits in New 
York include Shaw's ‘‘The 
Millionairess” ; with John Giel­ 
gud in Congreve’s "Love for 
Love” ; "Peter Pan” for which 
he won a Tony in 1954, before 
carrying the show over into 
television; "A Visit to a Small 
Planet” ; and "The Pleasure of 
His Company,” which ran 474 
performances in 1958-59. 
His last appearance on 
Broadway was in 1976 in the 
Theater Guild's Bicentennial 
music show "A Musical Jubi­ 
lee," with Lillian Gish, Patrice 
Munsel and Tammy Grimes 
A spokesman for the Ritchard 
family said funeral services 
tentatively are scheduled for 11 
a m . Wednesday.

All three men 
lived in the Chicago area. 
Leaver said Fender had been 
a United pilot for 23 years. He 


said the plane was on a routine 
mail and freight flight from San 
Francison to Chicago. It was 
scheduled to land at Salt Lake 
just after midnight 
The pilot radioed the tower he 
was having trouble with his 
landing gear. The traffic con­ 
trollers told Fender to maintain 
his altitude in a holding pattern 
near the airport But the twin- 
engine plane turned east and 
crashed minutes later.

Providing diagnostic and 
remedial 
help for these children experiencing 
school failure is the North County 
Branch of the Santa Barbara Center for 
Educational Therapy which opened Sept. 
28 in Buellton sharing facilities in the As­ 
sembly of God Church with the Rev. Phil 
Warren. 
Executive director of the branch is 
Marian L. Kirkbride who also continues 
as executive director of the original 
cen ter in Santa Barbara which she 
founded in Septem ber 1975 and now has 
10 part-time teachers and approximately 
60 students. 
Associate director is Janet S. Reid. 
Most students attending the centers 
have dyslexia, a m ysterious learning dis­ 
ability that gravely hampers children of 
average to above average intelligence 
with language — particularly reading 
and writing, and at tim es causing as­ 
sociated speech problems. 
Such 
youn gsters som etim es have 
p ercep tu al 
d iffic u ltie s 
a sso cia tin g 
sounds with sym bols, may transpose let­ 
ters and words, confuse tim e, direction 
and distance, and have problems iden­ 
tifying left from right. 
Currently there are 20 students receiv­ 
ing help on a one-to-one basis at the 
North County Branch from first grade 
through junior college. 
One is from Allan Hancock College, 
four from Lompoc, two from Orcutt, one 
from Santa Maria and the remainder 
from Santa Ynez and Solvang, both 
elem entary and high school levels. 
Six of the 11 part-time teachers are 
former Lompoc district teachers, two 
are from Santa Ynez, two from Santa 
Barbara and one from Santa Maria. 
The branch, Ms. Kirbride says, can 
easily have a capacity for 50-60 children 
total, all on a one-to-one basis from 8 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m five days per week. 
The students attend on a basis of two 
tim es a week to every day for periods of 
from one to l ' i hours 
"We cannot hire teachers that are 
a lr e a d y 
tr a in e d 
a s 
e d u c a tio n a l 
therapists.” Ms Kirkbride says, “ so one 
hires experienced, sensitive classroom 
or learning disability teachers and trains 
them in working individually and in the 
u se 
of 
str u c tu r ed 
m u lti-se n so r y 
techniques.” 
Multi-sensory techniques engage all 
learning m odalities — visual, auditory, 
kinesthetic, fine motor and tactile — see­ 
ing, hearing, shaping, and feeling the let­ 
ter or word. 
The reason 
for doing the m ulti- 
sensory, Ms 
Kirkbride says, is that 
children they see are failing in school not 
because they aren’t bright enough to 
learn, not because they’re not trying, not 
because they are primarily emotionally 
troubled, but because they cannot learn 
in the method by which they are being 
taught. 
‘‘For our children,” she says, ‘‘we 
have to find the special combination by 
which they can learn and then they will 
learn,” 
In this field they have found that many 
children show a dramatic improvment 
almost im m ediately. 
They learn that they can learn — 
aren’t "dumb" or retarded, which is one 
of their fears. 
Their sense of self-worth and self- 
confidence goes up and social and fam ily 
relationships improve. 
In a Johns Hopkins University study of 
10.000 learning disability cases it was 
found that if the learning problem is dis­ 
covered by the end of second grade 82 
percent of the children identified can be 
remediated to grade level in two years of 


appropriate instructional therapy. 
Delay of treatm ent sharply reduces 
recovery. 
“Appropriate.” in this case refers 
structured sm all-unlt multi-sensory such 
a s F e r n a u ld , O r to n -G illin g h a m - 
Slingerland, the two basic techniques. 
A c c o r d in g 
to M s. 
K ir k b r id e , 
“ E verything else gets plugged into 
those.” 
She has found that the majority of 
children need the m inimum of two years 
of help usually including two summer 
sessions of two hours per day. 
The centers, she says, have a fine 
relationship with the public schools, 
keeping in contact with the classroom 
teachers and resource specialist. 
The staff also is willing to act as an ad­ 
vocate for the children and their families 
in helping to promote understanding of 
their problem as well as sharing infor­ 
mation with their physicians. 
As of Jan. 1 rates are $15 per hour. 
Educational 
evaluations, 
prescription 
and written report is $75. 
The North County Branch is in opera­ 
tion five days a week with the teachers. 
Ms. Kirkbride com m utes from her home 
in Santa Barbara Monday, Wednesday 
and Thursday for evaluations, con­ 
ferences and in-service teacher training. 
Four out of five dyslexics are m ale and 
in a large number of cases there’s a 
fam ily history of reading and spelling 
problems. 
A dyslexic can learn to cope with a 
problem and go on to graudate from 
University and make a success of his life 
in a non-academic way. 
And in m ost instances the dyslexic 
child who is handicapped in reading and 
spelling is found to be superior in math 
and science. 
Experts cannot agree on the number of 
dyslexics in the general population but it 
is thought to be about 10 percent. 
Well-known dyxlexics include Thomas 
Edison. Albert Einstein, the famous 
sculptor Auguste Rodin. Hans Christian 
A ndersen, 
W oodrow 
W ilson, 
Gen 
•George S. Patton, form er vice president 
Nelson A Rockefeller, and King Carl XI 
of Sweden. 
Treating a dyslexic is a costly business 
not all parents can afford, as much as 
they may want to. 
Service clubs and other community 
organizations, it is suggested, might find 
funding or create a scholarship fund for 
those youngsters who need the help but 
whose parents cannot afford to pay the 
full amount. 
One such scholarship fund for Santa 
Ynez children has already been created 
by a philanthopic sorority. 
Ms Kirkbride was on the faculty of the 
Devereau School, a private residential 
treatm ent center for learning disabled 
and em otionally disturbed children in 
Santa Barbara from 1960-69. when the 
learning disability syndrome was first 
recognized. 
And at that point she was selected 
from the staff to study under Beth 
Slingerland, a pioneer in this field who 
had created a testing and remedial 
program for specific language-disability 
children (dyslexic). 
“ It was that sum m er session which 
changed the course of my professional 
life," she says. 
It was then she “decided to devote 
m yself wholeheartedly to the cause of 
these bright people who fail to learn in 
accordance with their ability.” 
Out of that experience was started the 
Tri-County Branch of the Orton Society 
— a national scientific and educational 
so c ie ty d e v o te d to 
th e stu d y of 
developmental dyslexia. 
Ms. Kirkbride currently is second vice 
president of the national society. 
As difficult as it is for the children af­ 
flicted with dyslexia, she thinks a tribute 
should be paid to the parents going 
through the trauma of school failure. 
‘‘Parental courage in this ca se,” she 
says, ‘‘is definitely required.”

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Alaska plans chemical complex 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (UPI) 
— Upon two words, “in kind”, 
Alaskans plan to build their 
biggest industrial complex, a 
$1.7 billion petrochemical pro­ 
ject owned partly by native 
Eskimos. 
The planned development in­ 
cludes a refinery capable of 
handling 150,000 barrels of 
crude a day and several 
satellite chemical plants to con­ 
vert the newly accessible North 
Slope crudes into a broad range 
of building block chem i­ 
cals. The benzene, toluene, 
xylene and olefins are used in 
the manufacture of tires, phar­ 
m aceuticals, textiles, de­ 
tergents and herbicides. 
The unique aspect of the 
project is the crude oil. It would 
come from Alaska's share of 


the estim ated 1.2 million 
barrels a day that engineers say 
will flow down the Alyesba 
pipeline from the Prudhoe Bay 
fields when full production is 
reached. The state takes this 
one-eighth royalty share “in 
kind” — in crude, rather than in 
dollars. 
“We propose to purchase all 
the state’s North Slope royalty 
crude oil for a period of 25 
years,” explained John D. Bar­ 
bour Sr., president of Alaska 
P etrochem ical Co. "AL- 
PETCO would construct a 
petrochemical refinery com­ 
plex in Alaska to produce 
refined fuel products for con­ 
sumption in Alaska and a broad 
range of p etro ch em ica l 
products for sale to customers 
outside the state.”

the sculptures, which appear 
more true to life than compos­ 
ite drawings or morgue photo­ 
graphs 
The woman, about 50 years 
old, who had been shot four 
times in the head.was found 
Oct. 16 in southwest Philadel­ 
phia The boy, 15 or 16, was 
found July 8 in South Phila­ 
delphia and had been tied up 
with w ire, shot tw ice and 
burned. 
By the tim e Bender began his 
sculptures in early November 
the charred boy had become so 
decomposed, he was unrecog­ 
nizable. 
“ He was all blackened with 
w hite te e th ,” B ender e x ­ 
plained. “ He had flies’ eggs in 
his eyes ” 
Bender, a self-taught student 
of forensic science, was able to 
reconstruct the boy’s mouth, 
nose and eyes from m easure­ 
ments of the skull 
“ I g av e him slow ey es 
because they think the boy may 
have been slow.” Bender said, 
pointing to the boy’s half-closed 
eyes. “ He had a speech impedi­ 
ment (determined by the shape 
of his tongue) so he was 
probably picked on all the 
time.”

Ketchup's consistency 
concerns this scientist 


LONDON 
(U PI) - Some 
scientists are concerned with 
such cosmic m atters as the 
birth of the universe or the 
search for the ultim ate particle 
of the atom. Some are con­ 
cerned with more immediate 
problems such as getting the 
ketchup out of the bottle before 
the hamburger gets cold. 
Dr Magnus Pyke recognizes 
the importance of research into 
the largest and sm allest en­ 
tities within our comprehen­ 
sion. On the other hand, he also 
feels for the hungry citizen 
smacking the bottom of the 
ketchup bottle to urge out the 
reluctant contents only to find 
his burger drowned in a red 
tide. 
“ Generations of people have 
been puzzled, and many of the 


m ore tidy-m inded of them 
worried as well, at why it is 
that tomato ketchup does one of 
two things,’’ alleges Pyke, a 
widely quoted food scientist. 
“ Either it won’t come out of 
the bottle at all or it comes out 
in a large dollop The answers 
to these questions are by no 
means trivial.” 
The key word in all this, he 
said over a lunch it which he 
demonstrated the proper ketch­ 
up technique, is thixotropy, a 
word new to many laymen 
when he used it in a recent 
book. The Delights of Science 
(S te rlin g ) 
It d e sc rib e s a 
number of substances which 
cannot make up their minds 
whether they are liquids or 
solids and at various times fall 
from one category into the 


other 
“ To start with what do we 
mean by a liquid?,” he said 
“ The answer is that a liquid is 
any sort of stuff which flows 
when you pour it. On the other 
hand, take a bottle of ketchup 
from the shelf, unscrew the 
stopper, turn the bottle on its 
head — and it does not flow. 
Must we take it from this that it 
is not a liquid? 
“ Now take up the bottle, 
replace the stopper and vigor­ 
ously shake the bottle, but 
vigorously in the style of a 
barm an shaking a cocktail 
When the stopper is removed it 
will be found that the ketchup 
can readily be poured out of the 
bottle At this stage, therefore, 
we must undoubtedly accept 
that the ketchup is a liquid.”

Washington Redskins displayed the 
character George Allen insisted they 
had. finishing the season with three 
straight wins, but still wound up in an un­ 
familiar position — out of the playoffs. 
The Redskins' NFC wild card playoff 
hopes were pumped up by Saturday’s 17- 
14 upset victory over the Los Angeles 
Rams Indeed, they appeared a team of 
destiny after the Rams’ Rafael Septien 
missed two field goal attempts in the 
final six seconds 
But the Redskins’ chances took a 
severe beating Saturday night when Min­ 
nesota won the NFC Central title by 
beating Detroit, 30-21. Washington’s 
hopes were snuffed out Sunday — almost 
24 hours, to the minute, after the Ram 
win - when Chicago edged the New 
York Giants, 12-9, in overtime to nail 
down the “wild card” spot. 
The Bears and Redskins both finished 
9 5. but Chicago won the wild card on the 
basis of better average point differential 
in conference games So the Redskins 
will watch the playoffs on television for 
only the second time in Allen’s seven- 
year reign in the nation’s capital. 
Allen was unavailable for comment 
after the Bears' victory When a reporter 
called his house, a family member said, 
‘‘He got too upset. He left.” 
But. Saturday, he made the following 
rem arks which he said would stand 
whether the Bears won or lost 
“ No m atter what happens this after­ 
noon we’ve had a great season and we 
did what we had to in the stretch drive. It 
was just in someone else’s hands. 
Everybody on the team — the coaches, 
the players, the staff — can be proud of 
what we accomplished Not many people 
gave us a chance and we proved them 
wrong " 
The Redskins jumped ahead of the 
plavoff-bound Rams 17-0 Saturday, then 
survived a furious fourth quarter come­ 
back 
R ookie quarterback Vince 
Ferragam o threw two touchdown passes 
to make it 17-14. then drove his club to 
the Redskin 27 with six seconds remain­ 
ing 
But Septien missed field goal attempts 
of 45 and 40 yards that would have sent 
the game into overtim e He got the se­ 
cond chance when Washington's Joe 
Harris was called for running into him. 
“1 was thinking about it a lot.” said 
Septien of the second kick. "They were 
rushing hard, but I got it off. I just didn’t 
hit it right I just missed ” 
Allen was relieved that Septien’s kick 
was wide to the left, but peeved that the 
game ended up so close. ” We can’t win a 
game this year unless we go down to the 
final play,” he said ‘‘We’ve never had a 
season like it " 
The Redskins forged their lead with 
two first quarter touchdown passes by 
Billy Kilmer — including a 59-yarder to 
Frank Grant off the fingers of Ram cor- 
nerback Monte Jackson — and a 45-yard 
Mark Moseley field goal in the third 
period 
K ilm er's pass to Grant was the 
Redskins' longest play of the season. 
“ I threw the ball and I just had to hope 
that the powers that be would get that 
pass to Frank Grant.” said Kilmer. 
Added Grant 
“I looked up and saw six 
hands and then the ball being tipped my 
way I reached down and grabbed it. I 
didn't know if they would call it, but I 
figured I'd go ahead and run it in. If they 
allow it, thank you ” 
A short time later. Jake Scott's in­ 
terception of a Pat Haden pass set up 
Kilm er’s 3-yard TD pass to Jean Fugett 
for a 14-0 lead 
The Rams. 10-4. were obviously play­ 
ing conservatively because they had the 
NFC West championship and the home- 
field advantage for the first round of the 
playoffs locked up 
Running backs 
Lawrence McCutcheon and John Cappel- 
letti played just one half, and the club 
didn't start moving until Ferragamo 
relieved Haden at quarterback late in the 
third quarter

Rick Duel stood in the middle of the 
Cabrillo gym, clutching a trophy he had 
been after for five years. 
Ever since taking over the head 
coaching chores at Hoover High in Glen­ 
dale, Duel’s basketball teams had never 
won a tournament, but that's all changed 
now. 
Duel’s Tornados wiped out a 5-point 
lead with 28 seconds to go in the game 
and nipped Westminster, 57-55, in over­ 
time for the title at the Fifth Annual 
Cabrillo Classic, Saturday. 
“This feels really great,” Duel said to 
reporters and Harry Santos of Cabrillo. 
“They (Westminster) had it with 28 se­ 
conds left and we just took it away from 
them,” Duel said. 
That may qualify for the biggest un­ 
derstatement in Duel’s 5-year stint at 
Hoover 
With only 28 ticks left on the clock the 
Tornados’ Jeff Abboud was at the foul 
line and Hoover down 53-48. 
Abboud made one of his two shots but 
the second hit iron. 
The rebound was hauled down by Kurt 
Anderson and put back in the bucket for 
a 2-point deficit, 51-53 with less than 20 


seconds left. 
Gary Kossick intercepted the in-bounds 
pass, put up a twisting layin and the 
game was sent into overtime. 
Kossick put the Tornados out in front 
55-53 with 2:20 to go, but Westminster’s 
Ray Foster tied the game at 55 with a 17- 
foot jumper. 
Both teams worked for final shots, but 
it was the Tornados who made their shot 
count. 
Don Gallagher moved down the right 
baseline and put in a short jumper with 
seven seconds on the clock. 
Westminster couldn’t get off any kind 
of decent shot and that was the ball game 
for the Tornados. 
‘‘Gary is an unbelievable gam e 
player,” Duel said of Kossick, who was 
voted the tournament’s Most Valuable 
Player, “he doesn’t look real good in 
practice, but when he’s in a game, he’s 
something else,” praised Duel, clutching 
the trophy tighter. 
Kossick hit 19 for the night, but 
Anderson was one point better with 20 
and Gallagher hit 13. Abboud was the 
only other scorer with 5. 
Hoover held a 5-point lead of its own, 
39-35 with 1:55 remaining in the third 


period, when Ray and brother Kai Foster 
began to hit big buckets for the Lions. 
With 5:16 remaining in the game, 
Westminster pulled out to a 44-43 lead it 
never relinquished until the final seconds 
of the game. 
Ray Foster took scoring honors for the 
game with 21, while Kai hit 11. 
To get to the finals, Hoover, who must 
like to make close games a habit, edged 
San Marcos 63-59, Friday night. 
In that game, Kossick was just as 
sharp with 26 points and Abboud had 12. 
Gallagher pumped in 10 against the 
Royals. Anderson had 8, Friday and to 
hear Duel it sounded like Anderson was 
lucky to play at all. 
“Wednesday he couldn’t lift his right 
shoulder because it was very sore and he 
had been having ankle problems, too.” 
But fans couldn’t tell the difference as 
Anderson dominated the boards and got 
most of his 20 points in the title game 
from in close. 
Westminster also had a close semifinal 
game with Kennedy. 
Kennedy, the team that handed 
Cabrillo its first loss of the season, took 
one on the chin, 61-58 
In that game the Foster brothers ac­ 


counted for 41 of the 61 Westminster 
points. 
In the consolation championship, 
Cabrillo easily handled Lompoc 71-48 
after Lompoc gave the Conqs all they 
could handle in the first half. 
The Braves even held a 4-point lead at 
one time in the half. 
Cabrillo got the running game in gear 
and with the help of York Gross, pulled 
out to a 34-28 lead at halftime. 
Gross poured in 16 points in the first 
half then added 15 in the second half, 
before calling it a night. 
The Conqs. meanwhile, picked up the 
tempo in the third and fourth periods and 
the Braves couldn’t keep up. 
The Braves could only manage 20 
points in the second half to 37 for 
Cabrillo.

Matt Hargrove hit a pair of clutch 
charity tosses to ice the game.

Undoing the code 


Last Spring the members of 
the House and Senate voted to 
bind themselves to strong new 
codes of conduct. A presiden­ 
tial commission had recom­ 
mended that they do so as an 
accompaniment to a $12,900 
yearly pay raise. 
The stringent new codes of 
conduct, designed to eliminate 
conflicts of interest and cut 
down on favors special in­ 
terests are able to buy with 
gifts, honoraria and “ profes­ 
sional fees,” were approved 
by votes of 402-22 in the House 
and 80-9 in the Senate. 
The far-reaching reforms 
were bitter pills for many 
m em bers of C o n gress. 
However, they were faced 
with public resentment of the 
$12,900 pay raise. 
Now, less than a year later, 
House and Senate committees 
are whittling away at the new 
codes, proposing to repeal 
some provisions and simply 
tear away others. Some 
members are complaining 
that Senators and Represen­ 
tatives who voted for the code 
“didn’t believe in it; they were 
morally bullied into doing so,” 


in the words of Senator S.I. 
Hayakawa. 
Foes of the House code hope 
to gut key provisions early 
next year when the Rules 
Committee and then the full 
House consider a bill tran­ 
sforming the financial dis­ 
closure sections of the code — 
which are now only House 
rules — into law. Some 
members of the committee 
may attempt to tack on an 
amendment repealing the 
code’s limit on outside income 
Representatives may earn 
from other employment and 
speaking tours. 
Senate foes already have 
made two dents. Without 
recorded votes where they 
cannot be identified, the 
Senate decided to delay its 
members’ first public finan­ 
cial disclosures for a few 
months and to drop the code’s 
ban on solicitation of cam­ 
paign contributions by a 
Senator’s congressional staff. 
It is no wonder what citizens 
become disillussioned with 
their representatives. Such ac­ 
tions and proposed actions by 
both the House and the Senate 
are reprehensible.

A City Crime Committee had recom­ 
mended that this be the first step taken 
of three to control the “ undesirables” 
and the litter in the 
general park area 
First, the closing of 
the parkin g lot at 
dusk; second, banning 
alcohol in the park 
after dark, and, third, 
calling for a pilot 
program of reserve 
police patrol. 
The appearance of 
th e 
th r e e 
y ou n g 
women evidently sur­ 
prised the commission 
members. In months 
of discussion as to just what can be 
done about the Ryon Park situation, 
nothing has ever been heard from those 
who congregate in the lot or the park 
Now the three young girls cam e 
forward and pleaded for a 10 day 
moratorium on the closing action. 
They promised the commission that 
they would take it upon themselves to go 
from car to car in the parking lot con­ 
gregation and tell their friends to stop 
the littering of the area. 
That's really all anybody wants That 
and any other illegal behavior. 
The city of Santa M aria has ex­ 
perienced the same problems in their 
parks and a similar move was made by 
the Council They passed an ordinance 
banning the drinking of alcohol after 
dark and in designated places of the 


park However, with the passage cam e a 
plea from those park users saying they 
would “ clean up their act” if the city did 
not enforce the drinking prohibition. 
The last report we received was that 
they had cleaned up their act. 
It is doubtful that anybody wants to 
prohibit the use of the park to anyone 
who behaves and that goes for those who 
meet in the parking lot. 
We wish those three young ladies the 
best of luck in gettting the cooperation of 
their frineds.

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Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
A la Watergate 


W ASHINGTON — E v id en ce has 
turned up of a Watergate-style coverup 
inside the Civil Service Commission. We 
have obtained an internal document, 
which strongly indicates commission of­ 
ficials cleansed the files to prevent a 
House committee from learning about 
improper activities. 
The 
com m ission’s 
investigators had been 
tipped off, according 
to another document, 
that a request had 
come down “ through 
the chain of co m ­ 
mand” to review the 
files requested by the 
C o n g r e ssm e n and 
remove em barrassing 
m aterial 
Allegedly, 
files were stripped of 
certain notes "to pre­ 
vent future em barrassm ent.” 
The damaging document is now in the 
hands of an independent task force, 
which the commission established last 
month to in v e stig a te c h a rg e s of 
wrongdoing. The investigation is headed 
by Mitchell Rogovin, a former assistant 
attorney general. 
The announcement of his appointment 
was rushed out after the commission 
learned we were preparing a critical 
column. At a Nov. 4 staff meeting, 
Chairman Alan Campbell warned his 
colleagues: “ We know there’s going to 
be a Jack Anderson column.” 
He said it was vital, therefore, to make 
a public announcem ent about the 
Rogovin appointment at once. The an­ 
nouncement was made later that after­ 
noon; the first column appeared two 
days later. 
th e Rogovin task force has now ob­ 
tained a detailed “ briefing book” com­ 
piled by the transition team, which 
studied the commission ’s operations dur­ 
ing the transfer of power from President 
Gerald Ford to President Jim m y Carter. 
Although the commission has kept a 
tight lid on these documents, we have ob­ 
tained some of them. One transition 
document ch aracterizes the m erit 
system as “ a facade rather than a 
re ality in fed eral em p lo y m en t.” 
Declares the secret document: “ Abuses 
have been so widespread that a fun­ 
damental re-examination of the federal 
government’s commitment to the merit 
system would be in order.” 
The document also recommends an in- 
depth investigation, among other things. 


“ whether abuses of the Watergate era 
persist to this day in the federal civil ser­ 
vice and whether any corrective action is 
required to assure that such abuses do 
n ot c o n tin u e in a C a r t e r A d ­ 
ministration.” 
We have also seen an “ interview sum­ 
m ary,” written by investigators in early 
1976 and now in the possession of the 
Rogovin task force The investigators es­ 
tablished that a retired commission of­ 
ficial, named Ziv Remez, had issued "an 
order to purge files of all extraneous 
m aterial.” 
They cross-examined him about the 
a lle g a tio n 
and 
su m m a riz e d 
his 
responses. According to the summary, 
they asked him bluntly: “ What was the 
basis for your issuing this order and what 
was your definition of extraneous?” 
R e m e z ’ 
id e a 
of 
‘ ‘ e x tr a n e o u s 
m aterial,” 
the document states, in­ 
cluded job applications that “ had a letter 
attached 
from a congressman” or else 
“ had an internal agency memo on it” 
giving instructions to “ hire this guy.” 
Remez told the investigators that 
“ these type of things were totally im­ 
m aterial to the rating p ro ce ss.” 
Therefore, he acknowledged: “ I talked 
to the area manager or his assistant and 
told him to clean out such things.” 
In a telephone interview. Remez told 
our associate Gary Cohn that “ no one 
ever suggested, asked or directed me to 
destroy any records of any kind.” Nor, 
he added, did he ever “ suggest, ask or 
direct” anyone to destroy any docu­ 
ments. 
It was normal commission policy, he 
exp lain ed , to rem ove ex tran eo u s 
material before sending files outside the 
commission The letters from congres­ 
smen and the internal memos, he said, 
would fall under the category of “ ex­ 
traneous m aterial.” 
The critical transition papers, inciden­ 
tally, have been in the hands of the pre­ 


sent commissioners for months. This 
raises an important question. Why did 
the commission wait until November to 
appoint an independent investigator to 
clean up the commission? 
In a related development, a hearing 
examiner determined that the Bureau of 
Personnel Management and Evaluation 
“ engaged in sex discrimination against 
women in general.” 
The hearing examiner also stated that 
commission officials apparently tried to 
cover up the record in this case. This was 
one of the cases we cited in our Nov. 6 
column 
Footnote: A Justice Depart­ 
ment official acknowledged that an in­ 
vestigation of the Civil Service Commis­ 
sion is now in progress but refused to 
comment on the substance. 
DIPLOMATIC DISPATCHES - Timid 
U.S. diplomats at the United Nations in­ 
itially tried to scuttle a tough anti­ 
hijacking resolution drawn up at the 
time of the Lufthansa takeover in Oc­ 
tober At a closed door meeting, they op­ 
posed other members of the delegation 
who wanted the U S to take the lead on 
the measure Their arguments: it might 
ruffle the feathers of Third World na­ 
tions who would then squawk about “ neo­ 
colonialism.” Only after Rep. Lester 
Wolff, D-N.Y , fiercely argued that the 
Third World jumps on the U.S. at every 
opportunity anyway did the tide turn. 
What cinched it was the entrance to the 
fray of chief U.S. delegate Andrew 
Young who took the side of Wolff. 
The 
D epartm ent of 
A griculture 
published a report last year about 
agricultural production in Egypt. The 
194-page document included some two 
dozen charts and one map. There was 
only one m istake. The map, which 
depicted the “ Major Agronomic Zones” 
of the Middle East, omitted the nation of 
Israel 
An Agriculture Department 
spokesman called it “ an editorial over­ 
site.”

LAGUNA NIGUEL, C a lif.-(N E A )- 
In the autumn of 1974, six months after 
the government took possession of a 
massive new federal building here, the 
official in charge of the facility con­ 
fidently announced that "w e expect the 
building to be fully occupied within one 
and a half years.” 
Three years now 
h ave p a sse d , and 
alm ost three-fourths 
of the 750,000 square 
feet of occu p iab le 
s p a c e wi thi n the 
L a g u n a 
N i g u e l 
Federal Building re­ 
m ains vacant. The 
structure, reminiscent 
of a Babylonian tem­ 
ple, stands today as a 
monument to govern­ 
ment deception and in­ 
competence. 
Time and time again, the General Ser­ 
vices Administration (GSA), the federal 
agency in charge of public buildings, has 
been forced to amend its always- 
optimistic predictions for full use of the 
building only to watch each successive 
deadline come and go without any indica­ 
tion that the promise will ever be 
fulfilled. 
During the past five years, GSA has 
publicly identified a half-dozen federal 
departments and agencies as the next 
major occupants of the facility — but 
few have actually moved in 
Back in late 1972. when GSA was still 
negotiating to acquire the megastruc­ 
ture, the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
ostensibly was lined up to occupy 171,000 
square feet and the Naval Communica­ 
tions Command was supposed to take 
another 82,000 square feet. Both deals 
fell through 
By mid-1973. Arthur F Sampson, then 
GSA administrator boldly proclaimed 
that “ the principal occupant (will) be 
the Food and Drug Administration (F- 
DA) laboratory of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, which 
(will) occupy 207,500 square feet.” 
But long before Sampson’s statement, 
the House Appropriations Committee 
had repeatedly refused to authorize 
funding for such a consolidation of FDA 
laboratories That plan also had to be 
scrapped 
In late 1974. GSA announced that “ we 


are presently installing shelving and con­ 
structing necessary firewalls in 250,000 
square feet of space to be occupied” by 
the National Archives and Records Ser­ 
vice “ beginning in December of this 
year.” 
The National Archives is indeed a te­ 
nant today, but it requires only 160,000 
square feet, most of it used for storage of 
old government records — a function 
GSA officials privately concede is not 
suitable for a structure designed as an 
office building. 
A year ago, GSA asked the Senate 
Public Works Committee to authorize 
$3 3 million for improvements and 
modifications to the building from 1977 
to 1981. At that time, the revised plan 
called for filling the building at a rate of 
110,000 to 120,000 square feet annually 
during the five-year period. 
In fact, during the past two years oc­ 
cupancy of the building has increased 
only from 193,000 square feet to 195.000 
square feet At that rate, the building 
will finally be fully occupied in the year 
2532 
The National Archives — a component 
of GSA — currently is the only major oc­ 
cupant, utilitzing 21.3 percent of the 
available space. Sm all units of the 
Departments of Interior, Treasury. 
Defense and Agriculture take up a total 
of 35,000 additional square feet, or 4 7 
percent of the usuable space. 
Meanwhile, it costs $650,000 to $750,000 
yearly to operate the near-vacant 
building, which Rockwell International 
unloaded on the taxpayers in trade for 
two government buildings in far more 
convenient locations 
The bizarre situation is perhaps best 
sum m arized by the Military Audit 
Project, a Washington-based public in­ 
terest group that has filed a civil suit in 
federal court seeking to nullify the 
trade: 
“ The acquisition of the Laguna Niguel 
facility is an example of the gross cor­ 
ruption of the government process for 
the purpose of unjustly enriching a 
major defense contractor.” 
The House Government Operations 
C om m ittee, chaired by Rep 
Jack 
Brooks, D-Texas, examined the highly 
questionable transaction early last year, 
but not enough attention was paid to 
Rockwell’s role There’s more than am ­ 
ple justification for another probe of the 
government’s biggest "white elephant." 


On the fight by 
William F. Buckley Jr. 
Amnesty 


The annoucement by Amnesty Inter­ 
national that it would henceforward 
devote its resources to a campaign 
against capital punishment is received 
by some of the organization’s advisers 
and supporters with sadness. We are sad 
at the stupidity of the move, and at the 
i n e v i t a b l e 
s e c - 
tarianization of the 
amnesty movement. 
The Amnesty Inter­ 
national idea began 
s i m p l y , 
a nd 
t he 
organization’s growth 
and its support from 
liberals and conser­ 
vatives reflected a 
g e n e ral 
co n sen su s 
among civilized people 
that dissidents who 
a r e not guil ty of 
violent crim es should 
not be tortured, imprisoned, or killed. 
One would think that such a program 
would be quite enough to exhaust a full 
budget of any man’s compassion for his 
fellow man. 
Men and women who have worked for 
Amnesty include the most idealistic in 
this world, who protest imhumanity 
whether from the left or from the right. 
Amnesty’s reputation for tendentious 
compassion arises in part because it is a 
fact of life that full-time bleeding hearts 
tend to notice depradations from the 
right while ignoring depradations from 
the left — it is a congenital astigmatism 
But it is also a matter of the availability 
of information. 
This is Thursday. How many people 
were tortured, imprisoned, or killed 
yesterday in mainland China? Not even 
the most sophisticated Peeping Tom 
stellite can give us the answer to that 
question, let alone the brave souls of 
Amnesty International. But the entire 
board of directors of Amnesty Inter­ 
national can travel to Argentina 
tomorrow, or to Chile, or the Philip­ 
pines, look at the Yellow Pages under 
“ Dissent, Organized,” and start as­ 
s e m b l i n g 
t h e i r 
i n f o r m a t i o n . 
Notwithstanding, Amnesty has acquired 
prestige and, of course, very recently 
was awarded the Nobel Prize. Those of 
us who have, with whatever reserva­ 
tions, encouraged Amnesty are now dis­ 
mayed by the news. Amnesty has come 
out against capital punishment. 
Now there are perfectly respectable 
arguments against capital punishment. 
The point, of course, is that these argu­ 
ments are unconnected with the proposi­ 
tion that one should not punish anyone 
for the crime of expressing himself non- 
violently on any question. That is the 
point of Amnesty. So to speak, its call 
letters If someone is guilty of violence 
—let us say, a hijacker, or a terrorist- 
then that man does not qualify for the 
sponwrship of Amnesty. That man is 
subject to the penalty of the law. 
What penalty? A year in prison? Ten 
y ears? Life? Execution? Thesa are 
choices open to societies which are 
variously chosen. Why is it the business 
of Amnesty International to insert itself 
in quarrels over appropriate forms of 
punishment? Why should it be supposed 
that those persons who give support to 
Amnesty — whether by writing letters in 
behalf of its adoptees, or by sending 
money to defrey administrative ex­ 
penses — for the purpose of registering a 
vote in behalf of freedom of conscience, 
should automatically sign on in an inter- 
n a t i o n a l d r i v e a g a i n s t c a p i t a l 
punishment? What is the nexus? 
The American Civil Liberties Union, 
which alas has been heavily ideologized 
over ma n y y e a r s , r e c e n t l y did 
everything in its power to stay the execu­ 
tion of Gary Gilmore even though a) 
there was no doubt that he had been ex­ 
tended every civil liberty known to man ; 
b) that he had been fairly tried; c) that 
the courts had authorized capital 
punishment; and d) that he had asked to 
be executed Why should someone who 
favors civil liberties understand himself 
to favor the right of the state to forbid a 
condemned man from catalyzing the 
penalty to which he has been legally 
sentenced9 
The decision of Amnesty International 
to go for the abolition of capital punish­ 
ment is stupid in the most unforgivable 
sense of the word. It is a triumph of 
ideology over compassion Because as 
things are left, those who believe that 
capital punishment is a legitimate exer­ 
cise of social authority, but who believe 
that the punishment of the individual 
conscience is not, are going to have to 
suspend their support of an agency that 
has done so much, and could do so much, 
to help lonely men and women in every 
area of the world who have never com­ 
mitted a crime but who suffer for having 
expressed their opinion 
Now suddenly they find that they are in 
a common pool, laboring over objects of 
the com passion of Amnesty Inter­ 
national 
that 
include the 
Black 
Septembrist or Japanese Red Army 
members sentenced to death 
As a longtime member of the Advisory 
Board of Amnesty International, I step 
forward to suggest the nature of the 
problem I resign
